sylvania Chiefs of Police basic train- 
ing school for law enforcement of- 
ficers in Adams county, to be held 
here beginning in September, as an- 
nounced last month in the Gettys- 
burg Times, were given out today by 
L. V. Boardman, special agent in 
charge of the FBL 


Confirmation of the previous an-

NEW JAIL WALL 
TO COST $7,796; 
CONTRACT GIVEN 


Earl L. Cump, Chambersburg, con- 


tractor constructing the new Adams 
county jail, was given the contract 
to build a fence and wall about the 
jail yard by the Adams county com- 
missioners this morning. 


Cump's bid for the f e n c i n g 


job was the only one presented to 
the commissioners in response to re- 
quests for bids. He asked $7,796 for 
the job. 


While the bid was the only one 


presented, the commissioners, after 
some discussion, held that in all 
probability,"" considering present day 
prices, the bid would be as low as 
any that could be obtained. It was 
pointed out that Cump, with his 
machinery-and men here, would be 
able to give as low a bid as probably 
could be received. While no time 
limit was set for completion of the 
job, it was felt that the contractor 
will probably seek to have the wall 
and fence finished by the time he has 
the remainder of the structure com- 
pleted — probably sometime next 
month — in order to move his ma- 
chinery to other jobs. 


May Take Over Bridge 


The contract is for 152 lineal feet 


of 15-foot reinforced concrete block 
wall along the southern part of the 
jail yard and 163 feet of 12-foot wire 
fence along the eastern and northern 
sides of the yard. 


The county commissioners will 


probably take over a bridge over a 
branch of Piney creek in Germany 
township, near Menges Mill, it was 
indicated in a discussion concern- 
ing the bridge between the commis- 
sioners and the Germany township 
supervisors this morning. Clayton 
L. Palmer, spokesman for the super- 
visors, pointed out that the bridge 
has now fallen into such disrepair 
that it will have to be replaced. 
When replaced, he pointed out, the 
structure will have to be extended 
from its present length of 17 feet 
to over 20 feet in order to handle 
the volume of water flowing under 
the structure. The present bridge is 
unable to handle all of the water 
during storms and as a result the. 
stream often floods the road, halting 
traffic, and the force of the water 
has -washed away the support of the 
bridge. The new length could place 
the bridge under the- jurisdiction of 
the commissioners, It was pointed 
out. The county cannot have control 
of bridges under 20 feet in length.

eners need not allow their soils to 
become humus-poor. A compost heap 
is the answer—a simple hut'.thrifty 
way. to turn waste vegetation into 
priceless organic matter. Here - are 
a few. summer suggestioiis: 


Immature weeds serve as valuably 


on the compost heap as any other 
green vegetation, providing . they 
have not yet ripened their seed. In 
fact, gardeners may gain a dual end 
in using weeds to make compost- 
First, they eliminate enemy plants 
by cutting or pulling weeds before 
they mature .their dangerous crop of 
seeds; next, the weeds make "valu- 
able organic matter to improve fu- 
ture food crops. 


Among the few crop wastes unsafe 


for compost making are stalks of 
squashes, dahlias and other plants 
known to be infested by borers. Per- 
haps in most cases it is wiser to 
burn such debris. Too, cabbage, to- 
mato and curamber refuse may like- 
Wise be burned instead of added to 
the compost heap. 


To hasten decomposition of com- 


post two facts should be remem- 
bered: (1) Green vegetable, matter 
decays more rapidly than ripe or dry 
matter; (2) Keeping the materials 
moist hastens decay. These two facts 
suggest that emphasis be placed on 
frequent cutting of grass, weeds and 
other plants intended for the heap. 
And too, the top of the heap should 
be kept slightly sunken to catch and 
retain rain and to permit an occa- 
sional pailful of water to keep the 
materials moist in dry weather. 


If a layer of vegetation is alter- 


nated with a. layer of rich garden 
or fence row loam, with an applica- 
tion of a few handfuls of lime every 
four or five layers, the decomposi- 
tion will be more uniform and the { 
finished product more valuable in 
correcting shallow and hard soils. 


in late fall or before winter set- 


tles down, the heap should be turn- 
ed upside down and inside out This 


and stirring insures thor- 


ough decay before spring. More fre- 
quent turning may be practiced if 
the inside portions decay rapidly 
and the outside materials remain 
somewhat dry. 


An excellent plan in making com- 


post is to start a new heap every 
spring and keep adding more vege- 
tation as it becomes available until 
winter. If earlier suggestions about 
moisture and turning are observed, 
the gardener will have a fine heap 
of well decomposed organic matter 
available each spring, with some 
emergency materials usable earlier 
if needed. 


Every gardener should clearly un- 


derstand the roles of organic matter 
and thereby better comprehend the 
wisdom and urgency of saving green 
vegetation for-this purpose. Without 
organic matter soils would be in- 
capable of producing plant life—

GARAGE CAN BE 
CONVERTED INTO 
SUMMER PORCH 


In the modern home, every room 


and any shelter connected with the 
house is expected to do double duty. 
Many homeowners get extra service 
from their garages by converting 
them into recreation rooms or sum- 
mer porches. The family car does 
not need shelter in summer; it can 
stand in the driveway. 


Most garages are ideally situated 


for such use, usually with a wall 
facing the yard. The first step is 
to open this wall and install re- 
movable screen panels extending 
from floor to roof line. Folding or 
overhead-type doors will shut out 
summer rain, and in the winter 
when the screens are taken down 
will serve as a wall. 


The concrete floor should be 


painted in an attractive color. Fur- 
niture of light construction is best 
because minimum effort is required 
to move and store it in winter when 
the car goes- back into the garage. 
Bright color should be used through- 
out the interior, and added summer 
comfort can be attained if the roof 
is insulated with mineral wool to 
keep excessive heat from entering 
the structure. 


Without sacrificing space, built- 


in cupboards can usually be pro- 
vided at small expense for storage of 
tools and equipment which has a 
place in the garage, and for books 
and articles used for summer living 
on this outdoor room.

While the western world is spcc- 


u.'aiing on what degree of Russian 
cooperation (if any) may grow out 
of ihe Stalin parley, the Belgrr.de 
conference on control of ths Dan- 
ube river provides a mirror which 
reflects a hard-boiled Bolshevist 
deteimiration to grant the democra- 
cies nothing which impedes R'd 
expansion. 


Prior to'the war the Danube had 


been undJer international control 
which gave rights to both eastern 
<md western pew's. As a matter of 
fact the Paris agreement of 1921 
prov.d>ng for such control is :>tili o;i 
..he bocks, but the .Russian and their 
satellites have assumed c«<mple'p 
ccniii'ation of the waterwav charg- 
ing that the western allies broke 
the pact. 


So it is that we find the warring 


parties assembled in Belgrade to 
discuss a new "agreement" for Dan- 
ubian control. Theoretically the 
conference is to reestablish free na- 
vigation, but practically the matter 
was virtually fixed in advance by the 
Communists. The Russians have 
presented a new agreement under 
which the Danubian countries have 
exclusive control of the water thor- 
oughfare. Moreover these states have 
a majority in the conference and 
can dictate what they wish. The 
line-up is America, Britain and 
Prance on the one side and on the 
other Russia, the Ukraine, Bulgaria, 
Romania, Yugoslavia, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. Germany isn't di- 
rectly represented and Austria is 
permitted to sit only as an observer.

Andrei Y. Vishinsky sounded the 
key-note of the conference right at 
the start. He told the representa- 
tives of the western powers to ac- 
cept decisions of the Communist- 
dominated parley or get out.

gate, Sir Charles Peake, who ac- 
cused the Russian of trying to do- 
minate the conference through con- 
trol of the eastern states.

PROPER FENCE 


ADDS BEAUTY 


A fence is often used to set off 
home and add beauty and dis- 


inction. It may enclose only a small 
area or extend to the sidewalk and 
boundary lines. It can be of almost 
any material or design, but it should 
ollow'the architecture of the' house. 


The traditional white picket fence 


is at home in any section. Rail 
ences are adapted to almost any 
-ype of rural, suburban or informal 
architecture, but more elaborate 
reatment is needed for the large 
or formal home. With such a house, 


brick wall or an ornamental lat- 


ice fence is appropriate. 
The gate should be at least three 


eet wide, well braced against sag- 
ging, swing easily on rustproof hin- 
;es without squeaking, and latch 
•eadily. At the same time it should 
harmonize with the fence. 


Before planning any fence, it is 


best to determine what limitations, 
f any, are imposed by local buildr 
ing laws. Many communities will not 
>ermit fences to enclose front yards. 
Others regulate the height. 


A fence must always be maintained 


n first class condition because noth- 
ing will detract more from the ap- 
pearance of a home than a sagging 
ate or dilapidated, unpainted fence.
